MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT 


Between the United Packinghouse Workers of America and the National Agri-~ 
cultural Workers Union. 

In connection with the organizing campaign being conducted in California by 
the AFL-CIO Organizing Department to unionize workers employed on the larger 
mechanized farms, it is mutually agreed as follows: 

1. That all workers employed in the production of agricultural products who 
plant, cultivate and harvest crops and maintain land and machinery are field 
workers and therefore are to become members of the Agricultural Workers. 

2. That all workers engaged in processing of agricultural products including 
all jobs in packing sheds, that have been covered in the past by union contract 
or which have been reclassified and removed from an established packingshed and 
down graded to field work, are processing workers and are therefore to become 
members of the Packinghouse Workers. This is intended to apply to jobs of the 
character described above whether or not they had actually ever been covered 
by a union contract. 

In general, a harvesting operation includes rough field grading or sorting 
into lug boxes, sacks and similar containers not intended fre delivery to the 
consumer, Harvesting also includes loading of products into trucks and other 
vehicles for transportation to ana intermediary between the harvester and the 
market. 

In general, a packing operation includes trimming, sorting, packaging, 
grading and other handling by an intermediary between the harvest and the market. 

In the event of a disagreement between the two v ons on the separation of 
harvesting and processing operations, such disagreement shall be resolved by 
the presidents of both unions and the National Director of Organization of 
AFL-CIO. 

Organizers or representatives of both unions will consult with the AFL-CIO 
director in charge of the campaign in California and recommend specific areas 
and methods by which organizing work will be done, but the decision of the AFL- 
CIO director of such questions shall be accepted by both unions. 

Both unions shall retain their freedom of action on all matters not agreed 
to in this memorandum which specifically related to the campaign being conducted 
by AFL-CIO in California. This understanding is arrived at to facilitate the 
work of the AFL-CIO Organization Department and of the two unions involved and 
should not be regarded as either a waiver or a relinquishment of any juris- 
dictional claims which either union may feel entitled to assert in the future. 
This agreement is made specifically for the purpose of eliminating any disputes 
in connection with the work presently being carried on in California agri- 
culture by AFL-CIO.
